WORD  that  the  Royal  physician  had 
been  called  to  Buckingham  Palace  in 
London  last  night,  to  begin  there  a 
week-end  vigil  shared  by  Their  Majesties, 
HRH.

Mountain  Differential  Restrains  Provincial  Trade 

BRITISH  Columbia  surrendered  its  eus-  is  difficult  to  dodge  the  implic 
toms  and  excise  levies  upon  entering  case  advanced  by  the  Nelst 


Confederation.  Had  it  not  done  so, 
had  each  of  the  nine  Provinces  retained  or 
possessed  these  border  imposts,  commerce 
in  Canada  would  have  been  hobbled  from 
Its  inception.  This  Province  did  not  then 
expect  to  see  the  day  when  its  trans-pro- 
vincial borders  would  be  shackled  with  the 
mountain  differential  on  rail  freights,  af- 
fecting the  bulk  of  all  goods  moved  through 
the  Rocky  Mountains  east  or  west.  The 
effect  of  that  impost  has  proved  to  be  a 
growing  economic  handicap;  to  British 
Columbia  in  the  first  place,  and  also  to  the 
nation  at  large.  Its  operation  today  is 
clearly  in  restraint  of  trade. 

This  view  was  emphasized  before  a com- 
mittee of  the  Federal  Transport  Board  at 
Nelson  last  week,  as  the  differential  hear- 
ings closed  in  this  province/  Argument  is 
to  resume  at  Ottawa  shortly,  when  final 
submissions  on  either  side  will  be  made.  It 


is  difficult  to  dodge  the  implications  ol  the 
case  advanced  by  the  Nelson  Board  of 
Trade  and  other  bodies  at  the  Interior  hear- 
ings. If  it  costs  British  Columbia  shippers 
and  importers  upwards  of  25  per  cent  more 
per  mile  to  handle  their  goods  in  transit 
across  Canada  than  it  does  their  counter- 
parts in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  then  this 
thing  is  out  of  balance  in  the  national  struc- 
ture and  cannot  last. 

In  effect,  the  mountain  differential  is  a 
trade  barrier  laid  across  a provincial 
boundary,  with  surcharges  to  be  paid  if  any 
goods  are  taken  across  that  line.  It  has 
the  effect  of  an  intra-provincial  tariff  to 
the  tune  of  $3,000,000  annually,  although 
the  Dominion  treasury  does  not  get  one  cent 
of  that  result.  The  Dominion  In  common 
with  British  Columbia  loses,  as  everyone 
must  lose  when  there  Is  visible  restraint  of 
trade.  That  is  why  British  Columbia  is  de- 
manding the  removal  of  this  surcharge  on 
freight  now. 


Plebiscite  on  Ward  System  Would  Re  Wise  Course 


THE  Saanich  Council  will  have  an  op- 
portunity of  moving  with  the  times 
when  the  proposed  motion  to  submit 
& plebiscite  on  the  ward  system  comes  up 
for  attention  at  its  next  meeting.  The  sug- 
gestion is  that  the  people  of  Saanich  should 
be  asked  to  express  their  views  on  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  present  ward  divisions  of  the 
municipality. 

The  view  of  the  Legislature  was  made 
clear  at  the  last  session  when  it  enacted 
that  no  future  new  municipality  would 
operate  under  the  ward  system,  while  leav- 
ing Its  abolition  to  the  discretion  of  cor- 
porations which  have  retained  such  a sys- 
tem. There  are  few  of  them  in  all  British 
Columbia,  experience  having  taught  that 
the  best  method  of  mumetal  administration 
is  through  councillors  elected  at  large.  Re- 
tention of  an  outmoded  method  of  repre- 
sentation is  thus  an  anachronism  which  re- 


flects on  the  progressive  instincts  of  the 

area  concerned. 

It  has  been  made  painfully  evident,  as 
In  Saanich,  that  the  ward  system  results  in 
splitting  the  municipality  into  several  an- 
tagonistic parts,  each  parochially  inclined 
through  inability  to  look  at  the  welfare  of 
an  area  as  a whole.  Councillors  tend  to  be- 
come involved  with  this  aspect  even  against 
their  own  good  sense,  and  the  business  of  a 
municipality  suffers  in  consequence.  In- 
stead of  the  unity  of  purpose  that  should 
imbue  all  councils,  frustration  and  con- 
fusion becomes  the  rule. 

One  hopes  that  Saanich  councillors  will 
recognize  the  value  of  putting  the  question 
to  their  electorate.  It  is  within  the  au- 
thority of  the  Council  to  make  the  change 
itself,  but  the  wiser  course  is  to  have  the 
people  of  Saanich  decide  the  basis  of  their 
representation.

Sir,— I write  again  only  because  Mr  D A. 
8tuart  and  Mr.  B.  J.  Oadsden  used  my  previous 
letter  as  u basis  for  discussing  matters  which  are 
outside  my  theme  of  the  proposed  Gordon  Head 
Memorial  Airpark  and  Its  relation  to  national 
defence. 

It  seems  to  me  but  fair  that  those  of  your 
readers  who  may  be  Interested  ahould  know  that 
many  of  my  neighbors  and  I have  been  both 
moral  and,  to  a small  extent,  financial  supporters 
of  both  Canadian  flying  dubs  and  the  Air  Cadej 
League  almost  continuously  since  they  were  re-, 
sprctlvely  organized.  For  this  reason  we  were  as 
pleased  as  anyone  to  hear  of  the  new  Government 
subsidies  for  flying  clubs. 

Furthermore,  if  .they  would  welcome  us,  a 
number  of  my  neighbors  and  I would  be  happy 
to  Join  the  local  flying  club;  always  provided 
they  do  not  Intend  to  operate  from  the  proposed 
Gordon  Head  Memorial  Airpark.  We  believe  that 
project  to  be  morally  wrong  and  technically 
unsound.  For  our  money  we  would  back  the 
opinion,  now  supported  by  surveys,  of  Air  Com- 
modore Alan  Hull,  who  said  In  a letter  published 
In  the  press  of  this  city,  “If  I were  In  a responsible 
position  and  asked  to  recommend  this  area  as 
an  airport  for  use  as  an  ab  Initio  flying  training 
school,  I would  be  reluctant  to  do  so,  because  I 
would  be  frightened  or  the  consequences." 

I found  it  highly  amusing  to  be  the  recipient 
of  a lecture  on  “tolerance"  by  Mr.  Oadsden.  He

f T was  natural  that  the  prop  of 
1 Westehi  civilization  — the  Bible  — 
should  prove  to  be  the  favorite  book 
to  take  for  solace  to  a lonely  island 
Three-fourths  of  those  who  replied  to 
my  recent  question  on  this  subject 
chose  the  Book  of  Books,  principally 
the  King  James  version. 

As  one  correspondent  remarked,  it 
has  everything— poetry,  drama,  mys- 
tery, history,  philosophy,  adventure, 
inspiration  and  romance. 

There  will  be  few  lo  dispute 
that.  It  would  be  a barren  world  if 
there  had  been  no  Bible,  which,  inci- 
dentally, has  been  printed  In  full  in 
some  200  languages,  and  substantial 
parts  ;n  nearly  1,100.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  more  than  a billion 
copies  of  the  eternal  best  seller  have 
been  printed. 

I was  a little  surprised  to  find  dic- 
tionaries so  high  on  the  list.  Not  a 
few  Victorians,  apparently,  If  they 
were  marooned  for  life  in  the  middle 
of  the  ocean,  would  spend  the  years 
enlarging  their  mental  vocabulary.  An 
unusual  choice  was  a thesaurus,  al- 
though until  you  dip  Into  this  unique 
anthology  you  don’t  know  the  spur  it 
gives  to  the  imagination. 

A RANDOM  FEW 

One  lady,  noting  that  the  hypo- 
thetical island  was  fertile,  not  barren, 
had  the  happy  thought  of  including  a 
gardening  book,  which  seems  a good 
idea  if  we  permit  seeds  to  be  taken 
along  os  well  as  books.  A point  could 
well  be  stretched  here,  however.  The 
proposition  didn't  bar  other  acces- 
sories.

Novels,  more  than  one  person  said, 
are  hard  to  pick.

Once  he  could  read  Oalsworthy  a..d 
Conrad  with  avidity,  now  they  bure 
him.  Not  long  ago  he  tried  “Lord 
Jim"  and  got  stuck  permanently  m 
the  middle.  Now  he's  studying 
Mahan's  “Sea  Power  in  the  War  of 
1812."  a sign,  he  thinks,  or  approach- 
ing age. 

That,  of  course,  depends  on  how  you 
look  at  It.  8ome  books  bear  re-reading 
and  re-reading,  and  some  don't. 
Sometimes  you  wonder  what  appealed 
to  you  In  a particular  volume  If  > m 
browse  among  Its  contents  again  after 
a lapse  of  five  to  ten  years.  Con- 
versely, a re-reading  may  surprise  and 
delight  you  with  facets  you  never 
noticed  the  first  time. 

You  might  Wilder  at  the  selection 
of  Grimm's  Fairy  Tales,  but  the  laefy 
who  chose  It  makes  a nice  point  when 
she  asks  who  does  not  like  to  close  his 
eyes  on  occasion  and  live  In  a beau- 
tiful land  of  dreams  Maybe  if  you 
really  were  stuck  for  good  on  a lonely 
island  you  would  want  to  close  your 
eyes. 

DELIGHTFUL  ANTIDOTE 

Another  lady  found  the  question  so 
entrancing  she  left  her  dishes 
ling  In  hot  water  while  her  mind 
soared  In  fancy.  She  would  have  pre- 
ferred to  be  able  to  chose  seven  instead 
of  three  books,  although  with  more 
to  pick  from  that  only  makes  the 
task  more  difficult. 

She  ran  over  In  her  mind  such 
variety  as  Stevenson.  Omar  Khayyam 
Eliot,  Emerson,  Meredith,  A.  E W. 
Mason;  switched  to  a choice  of  seven 
of  Nature's  flowers,  contemplated  the 
patient  and  lovely  trees  to  be  had  for 
the  asking,  flirted  a moment  with  the 
poeta— Rupert  Brooke.  Milton,  Homer, 
and  Margaret  Wlddemer— turned  then 
to  memorable  hymns  like  “Lead, 
Kindly  Light,"  "Now  the  Day  Is  Over." 
and  "The  King  of  Love  My  Shephrrd 
Is."  and  altogether  enjoyed  a wonder- 
ful antidote  to  her  housekeeping,  I 
gather. 

Hymns  are  a reminder  that  If  you 
go  to  church  often  you  could  take 
them  along  as  surplus  when  you 
landed  on  the  Island,  since  they  would 
be  filed  In  your  memory  for  use  with- 
out benefit  of  book  covers.

IF  the  political  prophets  are  correct. 

the  next  year  will  bring  general 
elections  for  both  provincial  and  Fed- 
eral Houses. 

This  situation  may  present  British 
Columbia  citizens  with  an  interesting 
spectacle,  especially  if  the  Federal 
elections  are  held  first.  Preservation 
of  the  provincial  Coalition  may  call 
for  political  virtuosity  of  a high  order 
Lead  by  Ontario’s  spirited  and  out- 
spoken George  Drew,  the  national 
Progressive  Conservatives  have  al- 
ready indicated  they  will  launch  an 
all-out  attack  on  the  Liberals.  Mr. 
Drew  lias  long  been  one  of  their  bit- 
terest critics. 

At  home  here  Mr.  Anscomb  has 
already  made  some  cutting  remarks 
about  the  Liberals  which  have  wound- 
ed his  Coalition  bedfellows.  He  may 
have  intended  his  remarks  to  be  lim- 
ited to  the  Federal  scene.  On  the 
other  hand  he  may  have  been  hiiriing 
that  resurgent  Conservatives  Intend  to 
end  the  uneasy  marriage  with  the  Lib- 
erals in  British  Columbia. 

In  the  heat  of  a Federal  campaign, 
both  men  and  their  followers  can  be 
expected  to  hurl  taunts  and  accusa- 
tions that  may  be  hard  to  forget. 

Although  the  Liberals  have  been  a 
long  time  in  Ottawa,  they  have  given 
no  Indication  that  they  find  the  bur- 
dens of  public  ofllce  irksome. 

Confusion  may  be  added  to  the  pic- 
ture provlncially  by  some  difficulty  In 
untangling  present  issues.  The  Fed- 
eral Conservatives,  for  example,  are 
pledged  to  tax  reduction  while  citizens 
In  British  Columbia  have  shown  n 
persistent  inclination  to  link  the  3 per 
cent  sales  tax  with  the  name  of  Mr. 
Anscomb. 

It  is,  of  course,  highly  probable  that 
if  party  strategists  decide  the  Coali- 


tion is  to  be  preserved,  they  will  ensure 
that  the  provincial  election  comes 
first.  Tills  would  permit  both  parties 
to  preserve  a show  of  peace  and  hai- 
mony  to  the  local  electorate. 

Then,  presuming  victory  over  the 
C.C.F.,  they  could,  In  the  Federal  test, 
fly  at  each  other  unrestrained,  secure 
In  the  knowledge  that  they  would  not 
be  endangering  their  mutual  shnUe* 
under  the  Coalition  mantle. 

It  is,  perhaps,  platitudinous  to  state 
that  the  C.CjF.  would  feel  most  scljct 
and  comfort  if  the  Liberal  and  Con- 
servative chicks  would  get  out  from 
their  cosy  refuge  under  mother  h.n 
Coalition  once  and  for  all. 

Provincial  C.C.F.’ers  would  not  be 
ungrateful,  however,  for  the  feathers 
that  would  fly  In  a lusty  Federal  cam- 
paign If  it  were  well  ahead  cl  the 
provincial  contest. 

They  might  then  approach  with 
greater  ardour  their  task  of  trying  to 
persuade  the  electors  that  pel.  hen 
Coalition  is  a badly  battered  old  bud, 
'way  past  her  prime. 

The  local  Liberal  organization  has 
been  holding  a mock  parliament.  An- 
other one.  presumably  lo  polish  up  on 
the  intricacies  of  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure, is  scheduled  for  next  month. 

The  group  could  well  Invite  some  of 
those  who  occupy  Government  benches 
In  the  L+trtslalurc.  At  the  last  session 
Ineptness  was  at  times  positively  em- 
barrassing to  some  of  the  Govern- 
ment's staunchest  supporters. 

Every  time  they  tried  a forward  pass 
the  C.CF.  grabbed  the  bail  and  ran 
away  with  It,  while  the  Treasury 
benches  looked  hurt  and  confu.se*!.  and 
started  thumbing  through  the  rule 
books. 

Worse  still,  they  frequently  had  to 
call  on  the  C.C  F.  to  tell  them  the  page.

The 
sort  that  we  need  ms  the  debate  goes, 
ranges  from  unskilled  workers  to  agri- 
culturists to  Just  plain  Nordics. 

Now  comes  a writer  in  Saturday 
Night  the  signs  himself  "Recent  Im- 
migrant"! with  a new  theory  alto- 
gether. This: 

“Canada  must  have  a reasonable  pro- 
portion of  her  population  that  is  gen- 
uinely cosmopolitan  in  outlook,  an  I a 
reasonable  proportion  that  has  acme 
sophistication  and  some  sense  of 
humor.  Canada  needs  more  people 
who  can  laugh  at  themselves  as  Punch 
and  parts  of  the  New  Statesman  laugh 
at  England  and  as  the  New  Yorker 
laughs  at  the  United  States  " 

There's  a touch  of  condescension 
about  this  that  isn’t  exactly  lovely,  but 
we  wonder  If  there  Isn't  some  truth  In 


it  Just  the  same?  As  a people,  we 
sometimes  criticize  Americans,  profess 
disdain1  of  their  in.vularism.  of  then 
way  of  saying  that  this  or  that  thing 
which  they  possess  Is  “the  biggest  in 
the  world."  We  wonder  whether,  un- 
consciously. we  haven’t  fallen  into  the 
same  bod  habits,  taking  ourselves  too 
seriously,  patting  ourselves  on  the 
back*,  craving  and  lapping  up  praise 
from  outsiders,  walking  about,  with  a 
chip  on  our  nationalist  shoulders.  Let 
a stranger  come  to  our  shores  and  we 
rush  to  him  to  ask  what  he  thinks  jf 
us.  and  when  he  tells  us — no  doubt 
with  his  tongue  in  his  cheek—  that  our 
valleys  are  the  fairest  and  our  rivers 
the  mightiest  and  our  men  the  bravest 
and  our  women  the  most  beautiful, 
that  In  short  we  have  an  appointment 
with  destiny,  we  purr  with  satisfaction 
Incapacity  for  self-analysis  Is  an 
evidence  of  immaturity.  It  Is  to  be 
feared  that  as  a people  we  are  not

is  not  without  significance  that  we 
haven't  produced  a single  notable 
satirist.

It 
would  have  to  be  sent  to  New  Weet- 
mlnster  for  coinage,  ahd  then  returned 
here.  Thus  three  passages  would  have 
to  be  made  when  one  direct  passage  to 
Victoria  would  answer. . . ." 

The  ColonUt  also  declared  Itself 
strongly  in  favor  of  decimal  currency, 
not  sterling.  "Our  largest  trade  being 
With  the  United  Elates,  the  money  of 
account  will  be  the  same  here  as 
there,"  the  editorial  said. 

The  ColonUt  recalled  that  private 
operators  had  been  licensed  to  coin 
money  In  California.  If  Victoria  mer- 
chants would  agree,  why  not  “induce 
the  Government  to  grant  a licence 
here  to  private  parties  to  rotn  money, 
■tamped  with  their  names'’”

Nov.  IS  <CF>  - Police 
said  today  that  "c?l  Cloutier,  one 
of  three  men  charged  with  the  bank- 
holdup  murder  of  t^P  policemen 
attempted  to  break  Jail  early  this 
morning  and  was  knocked  uncon- 
scious by  a prison  guard. 

The  attempted  prison  broak  came 
after  police  received  a tip  that 
plans  were  being  made  to  free 
Donald  and  Douglas  Perreault,  the 
other  two  men  awaiting  trial  on  the 
charge  of  murdering  the  policemen. 

Acting  on  tne  tip,  police  took  five 
members  of  a gang  Into  custody. 
They  said  the  Perreaults  had  been 
associated  with  the  gang  before  their 
arrest.

Baggage  officials  of  air.  rail  ar 
bus  Industrial  groups— fared  wit 
claims  amounting  to  11.125.000 
year  for  lost  and  damaged  luggage 
requested  the  bureau  last  year  to 
make  Inti  to  help  them  out.  bureau

As  a first  step  the  bureau  sur- 
veyed about  6.000  pieces  of  luggage 
In  ten  major  cities  to  find  the  types 
most  commonly  used.  The  fabric- 
covered.  so-called  "airplane"  luggage 
far  outnumbered  any  other  kind. 
Closely  followed  by  leather,  fibre- 
board  and  cardboard  pieces.

Honeymoon  in  Texas 


Meat  loaves  are  general  favorite* 
In  most  families.  They  are  the  an- 
swer to  the  dilemma  of  many  a 
homemaker  who  want*  to  continue 
serving  the  type  of  meal*  to  which 
she  has  accustomed  her  family. 

The  rich,  brown  flavor  of  a meat 
loaf  Is  much  the  same  a*  an  expen- 
sive roast  and  the  meat  is  tender 
and  Juicy.  Besides  being  made 
from  lew  expensive  cut*,  a com- 
paratively small  amount  of  meat  Is 
extended  by  the  addition  of  cereals 
so  that  it  fits  Into  the  economy 
budget  and  give*  a bonus  for  thrift. 

Beef  loaf  Is  the  common  type  but 
veal,  fresh  and  cured  pork,  liver, 
kidney  and  even  lamb  may  be  made 
Into  delicious  loaves. 

Canned  pressed  meat  loaves  may 
be  used  cold.  Just  as  they  come  from 
the  can,  or  re-heated  and  served  in 
various  ways.  One  interesting  sug- 
gestion U to  cover  the  loaf  with  a 
thick  "icing"  of  fluffy  mashed  pota- 
toes then  bake  in  a moderate  oven. 
350  degrees  Fahrenheit,  until  the 
potatoes  are  browned  and  the  meat 
healed  through.  Wien  sliced  this 
has  a party  air  with  the  pink  slice  of 
meat  surrounded  by  white  potatoes 
with  a brown  crust.  This  may  be 
done  with  home-made  loaves  also. 

The  home  economist*  of  the  Con- 
sumer Section,  Dominion  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  are  particu- 
larly fond  of  meat  loaves.  Here  are 
several  of  their  favorites.  One  of 
them  Is  a “meat"  loaf  without  meat. 
VEGETARIAN  MEAT  LOAF 
1 cup  cooked  beans 
*4  cup  peanut  butter 
4 teaspoons  chopped  onion 
1 teaspoon  salt . 

Few  grain*  pepper 
\ cup  soft  bread  crumbs 
4 cup  grated  mild  cheese 
1 cup  strained,  canned  tomatoes 
4 cup  milk 
1 egg.  beaten 

Grind  tlie  beans,  mix  with  peanut 
butter.  Add  remaining  Ingredients. 

Park  Into  a buttered  loaf  pan  and 


bake  in  moderate  oven.  350  degrees 
Fahrenheit,  for  10  minutes  Yield: 
six  servings. 

GOLDEN  MEAT  LOAF 
14  lbs  ground  beef 
1 cup  rolled  oat*  i quick  or  regular) 

1 nip  grated  raw  carrots 
4 cup  chopped  onion 
1 egg.  beaten 

1 cup  milk 

2 teaspoons  salt 
4 , teaspoon  pepper 

1 teaspoon  spicy  meat  sauce 
Combine  all  Ingredient*  thorough- 
ly. Pack  into  a greased  loaf  pan 
<44  Inches  by  84  Inches).  Bake  In 
a moderate  oven.  350  degrees  Fah- 
renheit. one  hour.  Yield:  eight 
servings.

Prime  Minister  of  his  country  for 
more  years  than  any  other  man  in 
the  history  of  the  British  Common- 
wealth of  Nations.  William  Lynn 
Mackenzie  King  tomorrow  will  step 
out  of  active  public  life.  With  the 
exception  of  the  five  years,  1930- 
1935.  and  88  days  during  1926.  he 
had  held  that  high  office  since  1921. 

After  his  resignation  tomorrow, 
the  Rt.  Han.  Louis  8t.  laurrnt  »iJI 
form  a new  Government. 

Mr.  Klnir  s service  to  Canada 
began  much  earlier. 

Bom  tn  Berlin  (now  Kitchener ». 
Ont.,  December  17.  1874.  Mr.  King 
was  the  eldest  son  of  John  King, 
K.C.,  and  laabel  Grace,  youngest 
daughter  of  William  Lyon  Mac- 
kenzie, who  had  been  exiled  from  1 
Canada  for  his  leadership.  In  the 
rebellion  of  1837. 

Through  his  mother  Mr.  JClng 
inherited  the  traditions  and  spirit 
of  that  grandfather,  and  when  a 
brilliant  university  career  in  To- 
ronto won  him  a fellowship  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  he  became 
keenly  Interested  in  soctal  problems. 
Another  fellowship  to  Harvard 
launched  him  on  a world  study  tour 
that  was  fatefully  Interrupted. 

During  vacations  Mr.  King  had i 
worked  for  Toronto  newspapers,  his 
work  uncovering  sweatshop  condi- 
tions under  which  were  manu- 
factured uniforms  worn  by  postmen 
Theae  conditions  Mr.  King  made 
known  to  Sir  William  Mulock.  then 
Postmaster  - General  In  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier's  Cabinet,  and  suggested 
that  a fair-wage  clause  be  written 
Into  all  Government  contracts.  His 
advice  was  accepted  and  followed. 
DEPUTY  MINISTER 

When.  In  1900,  Sir  Wilfrid  de- 
cided to  establish  a Department  of 
lAbor  and  put  8ir  William  In  rharge 
of  It.  the  latter  recollected  the  young 
reporter. 

I Mr.  King  was  then  tn  Italy  on 


Ilia  Harvard  fellowship.  A cable 
found  him.  offering  him  the  poat 
of  first  deputy  minister  of  labor. 
Although  Mr.  King  had  Intended 
taking  a more  lucrative  teaching 
position  at  Harvard,  he  accepted. 

After  eight  years  of  organisation, 
Sir  Wilfrid  decided  the  Department 
of  Labor  should  have  a full* time 
minister: — Mr  King,  tnt  deputy, 
wax  promoted,  became  Liberal  can- 
didate in  his  native  constituency 
of  Waterloo  North,  was  elected  and 
sworn  In  as  minister. 

That  was  the  beginning  of  a 
political  career  that  was  later  to 
put  William  Lyon  Mackenzie  King 
in  the  forefront  of  world  leaders, 
playing  a major  part  In  shaping 
tlie  destiny  of  democracy. 

Mr.  Kings  first  period  In  the 
House  of  Commons  ended  in  1911 
with  Laurier's  (and  his  nww  de- 
feat. Ftor  three  years  lie  headed 
the  Toronto  Liberal  Information  of- 
fice and  edited  The  Liberal  Monthly, 
and  In  1914  was  engaged  by  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  as  director 
of  Industrial  research 
ELECTED  LEADER  * 

In  1917  Mr.  King  was  once  more 
defeated  os  a Laurter  candidate  In 
York  North,  but  when  Laurler  died 
in  1919.  the  party  elected  Mr.  King 
as  its  new  leader.  Representing 
Prince  County.  Prince  Edward  Is- 
land, he  became  leader  of  the  Op- 
position until  the  general  election 
won  him  personal  victory  In  York 
North  and  launched  him  on  his 
first  period  os  Prime  Minister. 

Except  for  the  88  day*  of  Ar- 
thur Meighen's  premiership  in  1926, 
and  Rt.  Hon.  R B Bennett's  five 
years  In  office  from  1930  to  1935. 
Mr  King  has  been  Canadas 
political  !•  ader  ever  &ince. 

Ills  Imprint  on  Canada,  which  In 
some  rmpecU  applied  to  other 


nations  or  the  British  Comrnon- 
from  his  leadership  tn 
social  reform,  his  championship  of 
national  rather  than  Imperial  con- 
cepts In  the  status  and  relationships 
of  the  countries  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  his  efforts  to  establish 
Canada  as  a leader  of  the  so-called 
."Middle  Nations." 

No  other  Caned  ion  in  the  years 
encompassed  by  his  career  was  morr 
highly  praised  or  more  bitterly 
attacked.  His  followers  called  him 
tlie  greatest  single  force  for  unity 
In  the  Dominion,  & great  conciliator 
and  world  statesman,  a master 
politician  unequaled  ns  a party 
leader. 

HU  opponents  accused  him  of 
sp.~t  Lng  tlie  country  by  opposing 
conscription  In  the  World  War.  of 
political  opportunism,  or  fostering 
disunity  by  pleasing  no  faction 
whplly  and  by  leaving  basic  issues 
unsolved. 

TROD  CAREFULLY 

He  was  often  criticized  during  hu 
years  of  leadership  for  hla  lack  of 
"color"  and  for  his  quiet  method  of 
government  by  compromise  Hr 
was.  on  most  occasions,  a flat  and 
belaboring  speaker,  locking  nearly 
all  those  qualities  popularly  sup- 
posed to  me  Bn  vote -get  ting  glamor 
in  a public  leader.  Yet  Canadians 
fleeted  his  governments  again  and 
again. 

Perhaps  the  key  to  his  method  of 
[heading  a nation  was  the  fact  that, 
he  trod  carefully,  slowly,  to  all  out- 
ward appearance,  letting  events 
shape  themselves.  Then  when  he 
did  act  he  did  It  firmly,  even  though 
his  course  might  be.  and  often  was. 
a compromise. 

The  three  achievements  which 
brought  most  satisfaction  tn  Mr 
King  In  the  latter  years  of  hit  pub- 
lic life  were  his  success  In  taking 
Canada  into  the  war  united;  aecur-

lng  the  adoption  by  Parliament  of 
family  allowances  as  the  key  mea- 
sure In  a structure  of  aoclal  security, 
and  winning  the  1945  election. 

That  last  Victory  left  him  as  a 
continuing  Uhk  between  wartime  and 
ar  Allied  leadership.  Win- 
ston Churchill's  government  had 
been  ousted  Franklin  D Roose- 
velt had  died  on  the  eve  of  v^tory 
Mr  King,  who  had  been  close  to 
both,  remained  at  work  with  their 
successors.  Clemrnt  Attlee  and 
President  Truman. 
ACHIEVEMENTS 

Among  Mr.  Kings  achievements 
as  Prime  Minister  were  these: 

His  part  in  the  Imperial  Economic 
Conference  of  1926  when  Canada 
and  other  Dominions  were  declared 
frre  and  Independent  nations  within 
the  Commonwealth; 

Drafting  the  Industrial  Disputes 
Art; 

His  firm  stand  for  greater  recog- 
nition r.f  the  claims  of  middle  na- 
tions at  the  San  Fninrlsco  confer- 
ence where  was  formed  the  United 
Nations  Security  Organization

Hobbs,  a spry,  while -bearded  scholar  at 
tiie  age  of  84.  says  the  plan  will  be  under 
consideration  by  a committee  of  Congress 
He  Is  more  enthusiastic  about  it  than  any 
of  the  other  200  subjects  on  which  he  has 
written  books  and  studies.  He  says  It 
would  be  the  first  ocean  ship  tunnel  In  the 
world. 

“The  Panama  Canal,  even  converted 
from  a lock  canal  to  a sea- level  canal, 
would  be  Insecure  under  attack  and

Hagfish:  Parasite  of  the  Sea 

By  RAY  WORMALD  alive  Seldom  do  the 


OF  all  the  fish  to  be  found  in  coastal 
waters  of  British  Columbia,  prob* 
, ably  the  most  repulsive  is  the  Polls- 
tolrema  stoutii  — more  commonly  known 
as  the  hagfish. 

Until  recently,  comparatively  little  wa* 
known  of  this  small  and  destructive  fish 
species,  although  it  is  fairly  abundant 
along  the  British  Columbia  coastline.  It 
l.«  seldom  seen  even  by  commercial  fisher- 
men. and  the  full  story  of  its  life  remains 
a mystery. 

Because  of  the  economic  importance  of 
the  dogfish  fishery,  huwever,  a komuder- 
able  amount  of  attention  and  research  has 
been  devoted  recently  to  this  hagfish. 

Among  outstanding  marine  biologists 
taking  an  active  interest  In  this  species  is 
W.  E Barrac lough,  of  the  Pacific  Biological 
Station.  Nanaimo. 

HORRIBLE  HABITS 
The  hagfish  has  become  noted  for  Its 
unusual,  if  not  horrible,  food  and  eating 
habits.  The  fish,  with  a body  measuring 
only  a few  Inches  in  length  and  a fraction 
of  an  inch  In  width.  Is  known  to  burrow 
Its  way  through  the  muscle  tissues  of  va- 
rious bottom  fish  such  as  rock  fishes, 
flounders  and  ling  cod.  Once  inside  the 
body  of  its  victim,  this  elongated  and 
cylindrical  fish  proceeds  to  eat  the  softer 
Internal  organs  and  the  surrounding  tis- 
sues. 

On  different  occasions  reports  Mr  Bar- 
rac lough,  when  fishermen  have  been  fish- 
ing for  dogfish  with  sunken  gillnets  or 
long -line  gear,  they  have  reported  that 
upon  cutting  open  the  body  of  the  dogfish, 
the  livers— valuable  as  a source  of  vitamin 
A— were  found  to  have  been  eaten  away 
A careful  study  conducted  by  the  marine 
biologist  revealed  hagfish  were  respon-

grafting.  The  original  method  was  to  take 
a piece  of  skin  from  the  thigh  or  arm  of 
the  patient  and  grait  It  on  to  the  wound. 
It  was  soon  found,  however,  thnt  such 
fresh  skin  grafts  were  not  always  advis- 
able. owing  to  the  presence  of  bacterial 
flora,  or  some  other  reason.  Preserved 
skin  was,  therefore,  used  In  such  cases, 
end  acording  to  the  report  published  in 
the.  London  medical  Journal.  The  Lancet, 
by  Dr.  Adrian  E Flatt.  of  a Ministry  or 
Pensions  Hospital,  the  main  problem  as 
regards  skin  use'd  for  grafting  was  the 
question  of  storage.  The  customary  meth- 
ods were  complicated  because  of  ihe 
change*  in  temperature  occurring  ln  au- 
tomatic refrigerators,  thnt  lx.  those  oper- 
ated by  electricity  or  gas.  It  wax  then 
discovered  that  the  most  constant  temper- 
ature was  to  be  found  In  the  dish  used  to 
catch  the  condensed  moisture  falling  on 
the  tooling  coil. 

AT  THE  BEDSIDE 

Ihe  old  method  of  packing  skin  for 
storage  ln  Pliofilm  sheets  and  two  ^terll- 
i/.ed  cloths,  was  found  to  be  Impracticable. 
Dr  Flatt'a  new  method  consists  in  rolling 
ihe  skin  on  paraffin -soaked  tulle  grass, 
which  Is  then  placed'  In  screw- -topped, 
glass,  pathological  specimen  bottles. 

In  all  17  patients  Involving  50  graftings 
have  been  treated  with  preserved  skin. 
Ihe  youngest  patient,  most  of  whom  were 
of  the  male  sex.  was  only  two  years  old 
and  the  oldest  67.  The  wounds  treated

DESIRE  TO  LEARN 

8o  It  was  that  day  a quarter  century  ago 
that  Mr.  Stott  gathered  around  him  In  the 
school  board  office  a group  of  men  and 
women  prominent  In  the  educational  life 
of  the  community  Most  of  them  were  far 
higher  educated  than  he,  but  that  didn't 
matter;  they  had  onp  thing  in  common— 
a desire  to  keep  on  learning  and  to  spread 
learning  It  was  a small  group,  but  Mr. 
Stott's  Idea  Inspired  them.  In  the  group 
were  Dean  Cecil  Quainton.  the  tall,  pol- 
ished. genial,  broad  - minded  Anglican 
clergyman  whom  the  whole  town  respected 
and  many  loved.  Mrs.  Henry  Esson  Young, 
always  ready  to  do  her  part  to  better  the 
education  of  anyone  who  would  co-oper- 
ate; Mrs  E C.  Hart  and  Miss  Helen  Stew- 
art. of  the  Public  Library;  Victoria  High 


School  principal,  Ira  Dilworth,  now  head 
of  C.B  C.'s  International  Service  at  Mont- 
real; his  deputy.  A.  J Smith;  George  Jay. 
magistrate  and  educationist,  after  whom  a 
Victoria  public  school  had  been  named; 
P H Elliott,  who  was  to  become  principal 
of  Victoria  College  before  he  died  and  W 
E Pierce.  Soon  Miss  Margaret  Clay,  of 
Victoria  Public  Library,  became  a tower 
of  strength. 

Mr  Stott  took  the  chair  at  that  first 
meeting  on  October  2.  of  1023.  Everyone 
was  enthusiastic.  At  the  next  meeting, 
October  18,  tlte  Idea  had  so  far  spread  that 
the  group  Jormed  Itself  Into  the  University 
Extension  Association  of  Victoria,  and 
elected  Dean  Quainton  Its  first  president 
and  Mr  Stott  Its  first  secretary- treasurer. 
Mr  Stott  occupied  that  position  for  many 
years.  A few  years  ago  he  was  elected 
president  and  today  he  Is  still  keenly  in- 
terested In  the  association.  He’s  retired 
now  and  lives  quietly  In  his  home  by  the 
sea  at  Gonzales  Bay.  reading  and  studying 
and  listening  to  good  music  when  he  Isn’t 
hauling  logs  up  from  the  beach  for  his 
fireplace. 

Objects  of  the  association  were  set  down 
25  years  ago  as:  (II  the  arrangement  of

(2<  to  co-operate  with  other  organisations 
In  any  form  of  educational  activity. 

THE  FIRST  LECTURE 

The  first  lecture,  according  to  the  old 
minute  books,  took  place  at  Victoria  Col- 
lege. then  located  In  Craigdarroch  Castle, 
on  November  18.  1923.  More  than  20€  per- 
sons attended.,  and  this,  the  organizers 
took  It,  showed  the  need  for  Just  such  a 
course  and  the  wisdom  of  those  who  got 
the  association  on  its  feet-  Dean  Quainton 
was  In  the  chair,  and  Dean  Klinck.  ot 
U.B.C..  spoke  briefly,  and  the  mam  address 
was  given  by  U B C.  Dean  Coleman  on  "The 
New  Psychology."  A question  period  fol- 
lowed. there  was  a lively  discussion  and 
everyone  went  home  feeling  they  had 
learned  a great  deal. 

MOvSt  U B C.  professors  at  one  time  or  an- 
other have  come  to  Victoria  to  address  the 
association,  as  well  as  professors  from 
mticb  farther  afield.  Today  the  associa- 
tion, still  flourishing.  Is  one  of  the  most 
valuable  assets  to  Victoria’s  cultural  and

EXCEPT  that  name*  have  been 
changed,  this  little  drama  of  Indian 
army  life  happened  as  here  related 
In  I3T2  the  Scottish  Rifles,  having 
marched  from  Lucknow,  were  stationed  at 
Jubbul|>ore,  in  the  Central  Provinces.  A 
dubious  addition  to  their  strength  was 
Private  Brown,  of  the  latest  draft  from 
Blighty,  who  made  his  debut  as  a prisoner 
awaiting  court-martial  for  fraudulent  en- 
listment. following  desertion  from  three 
different  Imperial  units.  A good-looking, 
athletic  lad  of  20.  Brown  was  cursed  by 
an  ungovernable  temper,  tll-sulted  to  the 
stern  Insistence  of  army  discipline 

Under  armed  escort  Brown  was  duly  ar- 
taigned  before  the  colonel  commandant 
for  examination.  Urged  by  some  Insane 
access  of  passion,  he  broke  away  from  the 
escort  In  an  attempt  to  assault  the  colonel 
Brown  was  transferred,  in  irons,  to  soli- 
tary confinement  In  the  regimental  guard 
room 

A district  court-martial  awarded  Brown 
six  months^ Imprisonment,  with  the  privi- 
lege of  con  tin  uing  in  Her  Majesty's  service 
on  the  expiration  of  his  sentence,  The 
military  prison  I or  the  district  was  at 
Saugnr,  some  200  miles  from  Jubbulpore 
by  a roundabout  railway  Journey.  Also  at 
Saugnr  were  two  companies  of  the  Scot- 
tish Rifles,  on  detachment 
* * • • • 

A handcuffed  Private  Brown  boarded 
the  Saugor  train,  escorted  by  Corporal 
Smith  and  Private  Harris  Each  of  the 
escort  was  armed,  according  to  the  fashion 
of  the  time,  with  Lee- Method  rifle  and 
bayonet,  and  ten  rounds  of  ammunition. 
That  the  water  bottles  of  the  escort  were 
filled  with  rum  had  It*  significance  in 
what  followed. 

corporal  Smith  was  a Jovial  soul  who 
had  been  sergeant  until  an  unfortunate 
drinking  bout  sent  him  bark  to  the  lower 
grade.  As  the  train  pulled  out  his  first 
care  was  to  free  the  manacled  wrists  ot 
his  prisoner. 


It  wa.s  the  beginning  of  the  monsoon 
season.  The  drenched  plains  had  the  ap- 
pearance of  having  been  beaten  fiat  by 
ihe  ceaseless  torrential  rainfall.  The  dry 
nullahs  of  a week  before  were  swollen  yel- 
low rivers.  The  monsoons  are  synonymous 
of  fever  and  ague  Why  not  a tot  of  rum. 
prevention  Is  better  than  cure? 

The  rum  bottle  wu  put.  In  circulation 
Corporal  and  private  of  escort  and  one 
prisoner;  soldiers  three,  the  pleasing  par- 
adox of  a military  democracy  in  minia- 
ture. with  Jack  as  good  a*  his  master. 

Harris  w&*  the  * first  to  withdraw. 
Spreading  his  blanket  over  the  bareness 
of  an  upper  berth,  he  crawled  in,  fully 
dressed.  The  others  occupied  the  lower 
berths 

Responsibility  was  revived  in  the  dulled 
senses  of  Corporal  Smith  by  the  ominous 
click  of  a rifle  bolt.  Under  the  flickering 
light  of  the  single  oil  lamp  he  sat  up  and 
stared  along  the  unwavering  barrel  of  a 
rifle,  1U  muszle  not  three  Teet  away,  into 
the  murderous  eyes  of  Private  Brown. 
Instinctively  Smith  raised  an  arm  in  time 
to  have  It  perforated  by  a bullet  that’ went 
In. at  the  right  side  of  his  nose,  out  behind 
his  left  ear.  and  through  the  splintered 
side  of  the  coach  to  the  outer  darkness 

SobeVesl  of  the  three,  Harris  Jumped 
into  action  quickly  with  his  rifle  he 
clubbed  Brown  to  unconsciousness,  forced 
his  hands  behind  his  bark,  and  snapped 
the  Irons  over  his  wrists  Bhopal,  where 
medical  aid  could  be  had.  was  still  distant, 
a good  hour's  run.  Corporal  Smith  seemed 
fit  only  to  be  the  subject  of  a post-mortem, 
but  Harris  nursed  him  with  a skill  and 
tenacity  that  assuredly  saved  his  life. 

At  Bhopal.  Harris  quietly  summoned  the 
native  station  master  In  a very  short 
time  Smith  was  in  a dhoolle,  under  charge 
of  an  Ruraslan  doctor,  on  his  way  to  the 
palace  of  that  remarkabls  lady,  the  Begum 
of  Bhopal  There  he  was  given  quarters 
and  the  kindest  attention 

Brown  had  recovered  his  accustomed 


Insolence,  and  nursed  his  grievance  and 
a sore  head  In  brooding  silence.  The  Im- 
perturbable Harris  conveyed  him  tx> 
Saugnr.  with  ruthless  disregard  for  any- 
thing but  his  safe- keeping  There  Harris 
disposed  bf  his  charge  to  the  sergeant  of 
the  detachment  guard,  and  was  himself 
made  prisoner  for  negligence  »'hen  on 
escort  duty.  The  subsequent  court-mar- 
tial before  which  he  appeared  recounted 
how  finely  he  had  risen  to  an  awkward 
‘occasion,  but  also  that  the  occasion  Itself 
was  unwarranted.  Allowing  for  TnltlgaUn* 
circumstances,  Harris  was  awarded  two 
months'  Imprisonment. 

At  Bhopal.  Corporal  Smith  was  so  well 
fired  for  that  In  a few  weeks  that  hardy 
warrior  was  allowed  to  complete  his  con- 
valescence at  Saugor.  prior  to  his  trial  for 
gtpss  neglect  of  duty  when  in  charge  of  • 
prisoner.  A permanently  scarred  nose  snd 
slight  Impertinent  of  speech  marked  his 
adventure,  but  left  him  well  enough  to  be 
reduced  to  the  ranks  and  undergo  three 
months'  imprisonment.  Private  Brown 
defiant  as  ever,  received  sentence  of  ten 
years  for  attempted  murder 


The  morning  sun  still  rimmed  Uie 
horltim  as  a fatigue  party,  under  a cor- 
poral. dug  a grave  in  unconsecrated 
ground  outside  the  military  Cemetery 
When  s sufficiently  generous  dtpth  had 
been  attained,  two  native  bearers  lifted 
from  a dhoolle  a blanket-swathed  form, 
and  dropped  It  with  neat  precision  into 
the  attendant  grove 

The  fatigue  party  finished  its  work  con- 
scientiously, so  that  later  no  prowling 
jackal  or  hyena  should  disturb  the  repose 
of  Private  Brown  On  the  first  night  fol- 
lowing his  tentenct  he  had  fashioned  a 
Walter  from  strips  of  blanket,  and  with 
cool  deliberation  strangled  himself  at  the 
Iron  grating  of  his  cell  Unreasoning  and 
unsubdued,  he  had  mads  hit  final  protest 
against  constituted  authority.

NEW  YORK  (UP!.— ' Die  ' wonder  drug" 
streptomycin  has  s new  cousin  that  la  ex- 
pected to  help  In  the  battle  against  tuber- 
culosis 

The  new  drug  has  a Jaw-breaker  name, 
but  for  the  record  this  Is  what  It  Is  called, 
dl  hydrostreptomycin. 

Results  of  early  trial  on  human  cases 
have  been  reported  by  several  Institutions, 
and  now  the  Merck  Company.  Radway, 
N.J.,  has  begun  production  of  the  new 
drug  in  large  amounts. 

The  drug,  a derivative  of  streptomycin. 
Is  said  to  cause  leas  dizziness  and  disturb- 
ance in  equilibrium  In  (he  patient.  Such 
side-reactions  hindered  the  use  of  strep- 
tomycin lu  the  early  days  of  its  career, 
but  since  then  medical  science  has  learned 
much  about  streptomycin 

The  Merck  scientists  reported  Uiat  the 
new  drug  will  go  Into  production  at  the 
Merck  plant  In  Elkton,  Va  They  pointed 
out  that  before  the  new  product  will  be 
made  available  for  the  Food  and  Drug  Ad- 
ministration to  prepare  proper  regula- 
tions and  publish  them  In  the  Federal 
Register

Scientists  al  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
have  completed  a research  program  that 
indicates  the  metal  tungsten  may  have  In- 
dustrial uses  In  combination  with  other 
metals,  tungsten  has  been  used  for  elec- 
trical contact  points,  light  bulb  filaments, 
high  speed  machine  tools  snd  other  elec- 
trical equipment. 

However,  It  was  learned  that  tungsten 
may  be  plated  on  such  metals  as  Iron,

Inc., 
Is  molded  from  mineralised  wood  chips 
combined  with  cement  It  will  compete 
directly  with  the  widely  used  concrete 
planks,  and  Is  the  first  single  unit  to  com- 
bine roof  decking,  Insulation  and  sound 
absorption,  according  to  the  company.

A S«r1*i  of  Question*  and  Answers  on 
I Houm  Flnahcing  and  Construction 

Q. — I understand  that  loans  are  avail- 
able under  the  National  Housing  Act  to 
certain  Industries  operating  in  outlying 
areas  for  the  purpose  of  providing  housing 
units  for  their  employees,  ( an  you  tell  me 
what  type  of  industry  is  eligible  and  where 
I can  oblain  full  information? 

A —Any  Incorporated  company  engaged 
In  the  mining,  lumbering,  logging  or  fish- 
ing industry  may  become  a borrower  under 
Section  BA  of  the  National  HouHhig  Act 
Full  Information  may  be  obtained  from 
any  regional  office  of  Central  Mortgage 
and  Homing  Corporation,  which  recently 
Issued  a booklet  entitled  "Loans  to  Primary 
Industries 

Q- — What  are  the  regulations  regarding 
walks  and  driveway  for  a house  financed 
under  the  National  Housing  Act? 

A. — Suitable  and  properly  constructed 
walkways  from  the  street  to  the  principal 
entrances  of  the  house,  and  a driveway  to 
the  gurage,  if  any,  are  required  for  all 
houses.  The  method  of  construction  and 
the  materials  used  in  finished  surfaces  are 
left  to  the  option  of  the  owner,  except  that 
for  oil  outside  steps  or  terraces  of  brick 
only  hard-burned  brick  may  be  used 
Salmon"  or  soft  brick  will  not  be  accepted 
As  a minimum,  a thin  bed  of  gravel,  stone, 
broken  brick,  or  cinders,  with  a fine  gravel 
surface  is  satisfactory  for  a walkway,  and 
a six-inch  bed  of  atone  gravel,  brick  or 
cinders  with  a fine  gravel  surface  well 
rolled,  for  the  driveway  If  1^-inch  or 
better  stone  slabs  are  used  for  the  walk- 
way. no  specially  prepared  bed  is  required 
Where  concrete  is  used  for  walks  or  drive- 
ways the  specifications  covering  basement 
floors  for  monolithic  concrete  govern 
Recommended  minimum  width  of  walks  to 
the  front  door  is  30  inches;  walks  to  service 
doors  34  inches.  Before  laying  the  con- 
crete slab,  the  soli  mist  be  properly  levelled 
and  prepared  to  provide  adequate  drain- 
age The  p!jiclnj[  of  walks  or  driveways 
over  a recently  filled  area  presents  undue 
risk  of  damage  by  settlement,  and  may  be 
done  only  with  concrete  slabs  of  special 
design,  or  with  unusual  precaution. 

Q. — I understand  that  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances it  is  possible  to  get  a larger 
loan  than  that  usually  granted  under  the 
National  Housing  AcL  #Can  you  tell  me 
what  those  circumstances  are? 

A. — loans  to  finance  the  construction  of 
houses  built:  <a>  under  the  Integrated 
Housing  Plan;  i b>  by  builders  for  sale  at 
a price  approved  In  advance  by  Central 
Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation;  or  (d 
by  prospective  home  owners  whose  con- 
tract price  is  satisfactory  to  the  Corpora- 
tion—are  ba.-ed  on  the  following  percen- 
tages of  lending  value;  B 5 per  cent  of  the 
first  $3.U00.  85  per  cent  of  the  next  $3,000 
and  70  per  cent  of  the  balance.  In  com- 
puting loans  for  the  purchase  of  a house 
without  a tixed  sales  price,  the  figure  $2,000 
is  substituted  for  $3,000

HEAVY  hay  mulch  has  greatly  influ- 
enced production  in  Bartlett  pear 
trees  at  the  Dominion  Experimental 
Hta^on,  8aanlchton.  according  to  L H 
Hall,  assistant  in  pomology.  Huy  mulch 
wna  applied  to  a plot  of  four  trees  in 
March.  1B42  at  the  rate  of  15  tons  per  acre 
Each  year  additional  mulch  material  ho. 
been  added  lo  maintain  the  mulch  at  a 
constant  depth.  At  the  same  time  a cor 
responding  plot  of  pear  treps  has  been  kept 
under  clean  cultivation  with  a Winter 
grown  cereal  crop  cultivated  out  each 
Bpring,  All  trees  were  planted  In  IBI7  and 
spaced  20  feet  by  20  feet. 

Total  yield  from  the  four  trees  under 
Lay  mulch  treatment  for  seven  years  was

Great  Increase 
In  Fertilizers 

A lot  ha*  lmppem-d  in  the  lerliii/et  in- 
dustry in  Canada  in  the  last  30  years.  It 
has  grown  from  almost  nothing  to  its  pres- 
ent dimensions  Back  in  1918  the  industry- 
was  mainly  centred  around  the  disposal  of 
packing  house  organics.  That  was  before 
It  was  discovered  that  (linkage  and  other 
organics  werr  needed  for  feeding  livestock 
and  poultry.  There  was  a relatively  small 
production  of  nitrogen  materials  In  Can- 
ada then  except  cyanamld  and  the  total 
production  of  superphosphate  was  a mere 
10  per  cent  of  the  production  In  Canada 
in  1947 

The  total  consumption  of  fertilizer  in 
Canada  at  tiiat  time  was  not  more  than 
50,000  tons  ajs  compared  with  a 1947  con- 
sumption of  070.000  tons.  In  addition,  the 
quality  of  most  of  the  fertilisers  30  years 
ago  was  relatively  poor  both  in  plant  food 
content  and  physical  condition  Today 
Canadian  farmers  are  being  supplied  fer- 
tiliser of  as  good  quality  as  in  any  other 
country  and  of  better  quality  than  in  most 
countries. 


with  5.897  pounds  from  the  clean  culti- 
vated plot.  Increase  in  production  of 
mulched  trees  in  this  experiment  over  un- 
inulched  trees  amounts  to  125  pounds  of 
marketable  fruit  per  tree  each  yea j.

• Labor  required  in  the  maintenance  o! 
mulched  area*  depends  largely  on  the  free- 
dom of  the  mulch  material  from  seeds  at 
the  lime  of  application.  Hie  entire  sur- 
face area  of  the  plot  area  was  covered 
rather  than  a circular  area  around  each 
tree  The  general  effect  of  mulching  has 
been  lo  throw  mulched  trees  into  regular 
oeanng  after  the  first  few  years,  while 
trees  under  cultivation  continue  their 
usual  "on"  and  "off"  year  habit. 


There  would  *<em  to  be  a definite  tremJ 
toward  making  fertiliser  better  suited  lo 
soli  and  crop  requirements,  and  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  industry  i>  on  the  right 
track  in  co-operating  fully  in  this  respect 
with  the  crop  and  soft  specialists  of  the 
Provincial  and  Dominion  Departments  of 
Agriculture  and  the  colleges  and  universi- 
ties. Such  relationship  is  bound  to  result 
in  bringing  to  the  fore  the  latest  informa- 
tion on  crop  and  soil  needs  and  gives  the 
industry  a chance  to  adjust  Its  production 
to  actual  soil  and  crop  needs.  In  addition. 
It  enables  salesmen  and  distributors  to  be 
trained  so  that  they  can  sell  fertilisers  to 
farmers,  best  suited  to  their  needs. 

The  standardising  of  grades  as  far  as 
possible  for  the  different  soil  and  crop  re- 
quirements has  already  proved  a great 
boon  to  all  concerted.  It  has  simplified  the 
problem  of  manufacture  and  the  fertiliser 
has  given  good  results  in  crop  production 
if  not  maximum  results  in  all  cases.  The 
great  majority  of  farmers  have  benefited 
by  using  the  standard , grade*  recom- 
mended by  the  Advisory  Bourds  and  Coun- 
cils of  tire  different  provinces.

Cover  Crops  Aid  Gardens 


T N your  planning  for  next  years  garden 
Include  the  planting  of  Cover  crops  tills 
Fall  for  the  purpose  of  Improving  the 
soil.  Cover  crops  when  turned  under  are 
beneficial  to  the  soil  in  many  ways.  They 
add  humus  and  plant  food  to  the  soli  a* 
they  decay  after  being  turned  under. 

In  fact,  young  cover  crops  when  dug  in 
give  back  to  the  soli  much  or  what  this 
year’s  vegetables  have  removed  from  it. 
thus  preventing  the  soil  from  becoming 
depleted.  — 

Soybean  plants  make  a splendid  soil- 
improving  erop  Few.  If  any,  annual  crops 
have  more  power  to  loosen  and  mellow 
the  soil. 

Soybeans  are  not  difficult  to  grow,  but 
when  they  are  being  planted  for  the  first 
time  It  Is  advisable  to  inoculate  the  seed. 
A well-inoculated  erop  yields  more  than 
one  untreated  Buying  certified  seed  Is 
another  precaution 

Soybeans,  when  grown  for  "green  ma- 
nure.” should  be  turned  under  while 
young,  for  when  a legume  crop  beromes 
seedy  the  nitrogen  Is  already  on  its  way 


out  Roots  and  stems  of  over-mature  crop 
also  are  more  fibrous  and  tough,  and  re- 
quire a longer  time  to  decompose  when 
turned  under. 

Many  gardeners  plant  rye  between  gar- 
den rows  that  are  vacated  during  Septem- 
ber. It  grows  rapidly,  and  can  be  sown  any 
time  before  freezing  weather  arrives.  Rye 
ran  be  sown  fairly  thickly  and  then  raked 
lightly  into  the  soil. 

Any  of  the  cover  crops  or  green -manure 
crops  should  be  turned  under  while  they 
are  still  green  and  succulent  to  be  of  the 
most  value. 


necessary  to  promote  egg  production,  but 
during  the  balance  of  the  year  an  abun- 
dance of  grass  Is  ail  that  is  necessary 
Any  sheltered  place  around  the  farm 
buildings  will  serve  as  a house  for  the 
geese  during  the  Winter  months.  All 
they  need  Is  a dry  bed  of  straw  and  a 
place  that,  is  not  draughty.  They  are  better 
if  kept  out  of  deep  snow  when  the  weather 
is  cold  * 

The  main  feed  for  geese  in  Bummer  is 
gross  which  is  short  and  succulent,  and 
both  the  old  and  young  birds  will  thrive 
and  grow  well  if  green  feed  is  plentiful. 
In  Fall  and  Winter  the  green  feed  can  be 
supplied  by  giving  well-cured  clover  or 
alfalfa  hay  dally  together  with  a handful 
of  coarse  grains  for  each  bird.  Such  root 
crops  ax  cabbage,  turnips,  beets  or  carrots, 
make  an  excellent  Winter  feed  for  geese. 
At  fattening  time  feed  a liberal  feed  or 
whole  corn  at  dark,  and  about  three  to 
four  weeks  of  fattening  will  produce  an 
excellent  goose  for  Christmas. 

The  best  breeds  of  geese  for  the  farmer 
are  the  Toulouse  w*hich  Is  grey  in  color  or 
the  Embden  which  Is  white.

tion, will  glvf  the  best  all  round  results. 
Pick  out  the  sunniest  spots  for  your  toma- 
toes. com.  cucumber  and  cantaloupes 
Spread  barnyard  manure  now  and  dig  In 
next  Spring.  Tender  succulent  vegetables 
result  from  rapid  growth  in  good  rich  soil. 

FLOWERING  Bl'LBS 

The  Spring  flowering  bulbs  should  be 
making  their  roots  now.  If  you  did  not 

plant  them  last  month,  get  them  In  with- 
out delay.  Add  a little  bonemeal  to  the 
soil.  Any  Irregularities  In  the  lawn  may  be 
top  dressed  with  fine  soil  now.  If  not  too 
deep  the  original  grass  will  come  through 
and  t here  will  be  no  need  to  reseed. 

Set  out  currant  bushes  four  feel  each 
way,  and  cut  back  to  five  or  tlx  good  strong 
buds  Do  not  prune  aguln  until  after 
fruiting,  that  being  the  best  time  bo  shape 
the  bushes.  Currants  bear  the  most  and 
largest  fruit  on  two  to  three-year-old 
branches.  If  you  have  a small  garden  and 
would  like  fruit  trees,  why  not  try  dwarf 
trees  grown  as  espaliers?  THVy  are  ideal 
for  the  home  garden,  being  easily  pruned 
and  sprayed  Since  they  are  budded  or 
grafted  on  slow-growing  stock,  it  la  obvious 
that  they  should  be  planted  so  that  the 
point  of  union  of  the  stock  and  scion  is 
above  the  surface  of  the  soil  A small  crop 
may  be  expected  the  year  after  planting.

Often  a variety  more 
suited  to  a particular  district  can  be  ob- 
tained than  was  grown  previously.  It  as- 
sures highest  grades  possible  since  the  use 
of  quality  seed  has  eliminated  the  off- 
grades.  impure  seed  might  bring.  The 
grower  is  assured  that  he  is  not  eecdirtg 
weed  seeds  in  quantities  that  might  prove 
a serious  problem  in  future  years,  and  this 
freedom  from  weeds  will  result  in  higher 
yields.

Dish  for  the  Day

FRUIT  C AKE 

It  lx  none  too  noon  to  make  those  Chrisl- 
max  fruit  cakes  and  p\it  them  away  to 
ripen  for  the  holiday  season 

Her*  lx  one  of  the  best  fruit,  cake  recipes 
I have  found.  It  comes  from  Williamsburg 
and  ix  Included  in  that  delightful  book. 
"The  Williamsburg  Art  of  Cookery,"  com- 
piled by  Mrs.  Helen  Bullock  for  Colonial 
Williamsburg,  Inc.,  Williamsburg.  Va.  If 
you  have  not  already  added  thin  book  to 
your  Collection,  please  do.  It  b.  both 
rharmlng  and  Informative  and  the  recipe* 
are  wonderful. 

Mrs  Bullock  adapted  this  reripe  from  **n 
old  Virginia  one.  dated  about  1723 

Take  two  pounds  of  seeded  raisin*,  two 
pounds  of  seedless  raisins,  two  pounds  of 
rurrantx  'white  raisins  are  not  so  gritty 
and  may  be  used  instead*,  three-quarter* 
pound  of  dates,  one  pound  citron,  one- 
quarter  pound  sach  of  lemon  peel  and 
orange  peel,  one  - quarter  pound  of 
blanched  almonds  cut  In  strips.  One-quar- 
ter pound  English  walnuts  cut  fine,  one- 
half  pound  of  candled  cherries  and  one 
glass  of  currant  Jelly.  Clean  and  prepare 
these  ths  day  before  you  bake  your  cake. 
Cut  cherries  and  dates  in  quarters,  shred 
the  citron  and  the  other  peels.  Blanch  al- 
monds and  soak  them  In  hot  water  before 
cutting  Into  strips  Mix  together  with  the 
Jelly.  Pour  over  all  a pint  of  peach  or 
apple  brandy  and  store  in  a covered  crock 
or  bowl  overnight. 

To  make  the  cake,  cream  one  pound  of 
butter  wtth  one-half  pound  of  flour.  Beat 
well  the  yolks  of  II  eggs  and  beat  into 
them  one-half  pound  of  sugar.  Combine 
with  the  butter.  Add  the  well-beaten 
whites  and  mix  with  the  fruits.  Sift  to- 
gether one  pound  of  flour,  two  teaspoons 
llspice,  two  teaspoons  of  cinnamon,  one 
teaspoon  each  of  nutmeg,  cloves,  mace  and 
salt,  and  stir  In  with  one  cup  of  sherry. 
Enough  flour  will  be  needed  to  make  a stiff 
batter. 

Park  firmly  into  tube  cake  posts  lined  - 
with  greased  brown  paper  and  steam  for 
three  hours.  Bake  in  a moderate  oven  for 
about  3S  minute*  Test  with  a straw.  Store 
In  covered  tins  or  crocks  and  moisten  with

Today  s home  decorator  Is  Increasingly 
aware  of  the  effect  of  attractively  bound 
books  and  (heir  housing  on  the  physical 
charm  of  a room  Not  only  do  they  lend 
a feeling  of  repose  and  contentment,  but 
their  use  in  shelves  of  various  »l»es  Is  an 
Inexpensive  means  of  enlarging  the  appar- 
ent size  or  developing  the  tone  of  any  room 
in  the  house  Books  will  be  found  with 
growing  frequency  on  a hanging  shelf  in 
the  kitchen,  a built-in  space  in  the  base- 
ment playroom  or  in  the  nursery,  as  well 
as  in  their  usual  places  in  the  library  den, 
the  living-room  and  the  bedroom*. 

Th(dr  possibilities  in  decoration  are  un- 
limited. Book  nooks  look  especially  well 
near  a fireplace.  Firelight  and  reading 
. . . somehow,  each  complement  the  other. 
A nook  near  the  fireplace  make*  book*  ask 
to  be  read. 

A tall,  narrow  shelf  may  be  placed  at 
either  side  of  a window  with  a comfortable 
window  seat  between  them 

AT  HOME  IN  ANY  ROOM 
Built-in  book  nooks  are  as  beautiful  as 
they  arc  simple.  They  can  be  placed  al- 
most anywhere  In  the  house.  Of  course, 
one  must  use  discretion,  but  odd  corners 
or  small  spaces  extending  Into  the  rooms 
can  be  converted  Into  shelves  Inexpen-

POINTERS  ON  DESIGN 

When  planning  your  house  and  your 
book  space,  figure  ten  book*  to  the  foot 
and  not  allow  too  much  depth.  8evcn 
or  eight  Inches  Is  usually  adequate  Allow 
plenty  of  room  for  expansion,  however,  ms 
you  will  naturally  be  adding  to  your  library 
as  time  goes  on.  Do  not  have  the  shelves 
too  high  or  too  low.  If  you  think  the  books 
will  be  hard  to  reach  up  near  the  celling 
plan  to  put  a small  vase  or  piece  of  statu- 
ary on  the  top  shelf.  If  they  are  too  low 
convert  the  bottom  shelves  Into  eupboard 
space  for  the  children's  toys  or  for  storing 
magazines 

If  at  all  possible,  do  not  enclose  books  In 
glass  Books  art  to  be  read,  not  to  be  pre- 
served. 

Old  books  add  flavor  lo  the  decorative 
scheme,  but  If  too  badly  worn  they  should 
be  rebound,  either  by  your  book  store  or 
youraelf.  Which  ever  way  you  decide  on. 
get  a variety  of  bindings  Have  some  duns 
in  leather,  some  In  bqckram,  some  gaily 
patterned  paper  and  in  abodes  of  red  or 
blue  or  gold. 

A comfortable  chair  and  a' lamp  call  for 
a book  somewhere  near  them  Arrange  as 
many  of  these  little  studies  a*  possible. 
Try  brightening  an  otherwise  gloomy  cor-

Antwerp  and 
Marseille  as  one  of  the  great  porta  of 
Europe  Beyond  It  lies  the  broad  Atlantic 
It  to  a thriving  city  and  It*  success  to 
entirely  due  to  Its  citizens.  Two  hundred 
year*  ago  Belfast  was  an  obscure  fishing 
village  situated  on  a marsh  at  the  head 
ol  an  inlet  known  a.s  Belfast  Lough,  12 
mltos  from  the  sea  Now  it  is  a prosperous 
modern  community  of  nearly  half  a mil- 
lion people 

This  to  an  amazing  development  for  the 
rlty  enjoys  no  outstanding  advantages  be 
yond  It*  nearness  lo  the  sea:  there  are  no 
coal  or  Iron  deposits  and  the  surrounding 
country  to  purely  agricultural  In  fact, 
there  were  very  many  natural  difficulties 
to  be  overcome  Yet  the  citizens  succeeded 
and  the  whole  secret  of  tha«  was  a vitality 
and  s dogged  perseverance  which  they  In- 
herited from  Scottish  forebears 

In  the  17th  century  many  emigrant* 
eios  «*d  over  from  Scotland  into  Ireland, 
they  colonized  the  country  and,  as  well  as 
cultivating  the  land.  I hey  were  encour- 
aged to  grow  flax  for  linen.  In  time  they 
e^rnblished  a surewful  linen  weaving  In- 
dustry 

progressive  province 

Many  settled  at  Belfast,  and.  a*  tin 
town  grew,  they  drained  the  marshland 
and  on  the  mud  they  built  a port  It  was 
a rock-bound  ebast  with  few  harbofSTSfllT 
with  the  growth  of  the  American  tobacco 
trade,  many  ships  used  the  port  Then 
thpy  began  to  build  ships,  and  the  gear 
and  materials  required  by  ships, 

Today  Belfast  has  the  biggest  linen  mill, 
the  biggest  shipyard,  the  biggest  tobacco 
fac  tory,  the  biggest  distillery  and  the  big- 
gest rope  works  in  Uw  United  Kingdom- 
THE  SHIPYARDS 

These  Industries  made  Ulster,  of  which 
Belfast  to  the  capital,  the  most  progressive 
province  In  Ireland  It  Is  still  part  of  the 
British  Commonwealth  of  Nation*,  and  on 
the  outbreak  of  war  In  1939,  when  Eire  de- 
clared herself  to  be  neutral.  Northern  Ire- 
land. as  Ulster  to  officially  termed,  placed 
all  her  resources  unreservedly  at  the  serv- 
ice of  Britain's  war  effort  Belfast  sup- 
ported this  policy  to  the  fullest  extent. 


Belfast  shipyards  alone  contributed  MO 
warships  and  123  merchant  .ships.  Air- 
craft factories  turned  out  1.500  machines 
Including  110  8underlond  flying  boats;  the 
textile  factories*  wove  over  200.000,000 
yards  of  cloth,  as  well  as  many  minor  de- 
tails like  2.000,000  parachutes,  snd  oite- 
thlrd  of  the  ropes  required  by  Britain - 
fighting  services  v 
• Most  important  of  ail,  though,  was  the 
part  Belfast  port  played  in  covering 
Britain  s shipping  routes  to  America  The 
great  estuary  known  as  Belfast  Lough  pro- 
vided protected  bases  for  ships  and  air- 
craft that  guarded  Britain's  western  ports 
and  the  convoys  crossing  the  Atlantic. 

Bui  Belfast  had  to  pay  the  price  for  her 
patriotism;  the  city  suffered  from  destruc- 
tive air  raids  which  wrecked  many  largo

Dr  David  R Mace,  general  secretary  of 
the  Marriage  Guidance  Council  and  writer 
on  matrimonial  problems,  agrees  that  "In- 
lawltla"  prevail*.  His  opinion  Is,  valuable 
because  he  has  dealt  with  thousands  of 
eases  of  manta!  misfortune 

SOMEONE  SUFFERS 
Says  Dr  Mace,  "We  hear  of  regular  case* 
of  young  people  who  need  hospital  treat- 
ment because  of  the  trouble  they  have 
with  ln-laws.  It  Is  mostly  with  mothers- 
ln-law  The  cause  lies  In  the  life  of  a 
young  couple  living  with  their  ln-laws  be- 
ing bound  up  too  closely  with  that  of  the 
elder  couple  The  parents  may  be  too  pos- 
sessive and  attempt  to  run  the  life  of  their 
child.  The  husband  or  wife  naturally  ob- 
jects. Then  there  Is  friction  and  someone 
I*  bound  to  suffer

Helicopters:  Air  Taxis  of  Future 


\ A T HAT  is  the  barrier  said  to  be  cn- 
V V countered  at  the  speed  of  sound? 

I*  it  really  a barrier?  Tlrr  answer 
Is  no'— in  the  sense  that  there  is  an  ob- 
stacle to  be  overcome,  with  a clear  run  on 
lhe  other  side.  There  is  not  only  a rapid 
rise  of  the  drag  of  aircraft  approaching 
the  sjierd  of  sound,  but  a further  incrroM' 
in  air  resistance  above  that  speed  Some- 
how or  other,  we  must  reduce  that  air  re- 
sistance to  the  minimum. 

The  8pitflre  box  been  dived  at  over 
nine- ten  tin  of  the  speed  of  sound  at  about 
.10,000  feet,  but  it  has  been  clear  for  some 
time  that  reduced  drag  In  lhe  neighbor- 
hood of  the  xpecd  of  sound  and  above  can 
be  obtained  by  departing  from  the  con- 
ventional. square -winged  design.  It  ha* 
been  found  that  highly  *wcpt-back  wings 
fiave  less  drag  in  this  region  than  square - 
set  wings,  and  the  larger  the  sweep  the 
better.

Both  lines  of  technical  advance  ha?e 
been  applied  in  the  de  HavlUand  Swallow, 
which  was  butit  to  gain  information  for 
the  new  civil  air  lieer,  the  Comet.  There 
is  much  new  knowledge  in  stability  and 
control  to  be  obtained  before  technical

'lhe  Ufilaviiiand  Comet  is  the  first  Brit- 
ish sir  linen  designed  with  swept -bock 
wings  for  high  speed,  to  take  fullest  ad- 
vantage of  the  jet  engine.

«o  far  I have  spoken  only  about  aircraft 
with  stationary  wing*,  but  when  men  first 
turned  their  thoughts  to  flying  thry  nat- 
urally tried  to  imitate  the  birds,  and 
sought  a solution  In  terms  of  flapping  and 
rotating  wings.  These  present  great  me- 
chanical difficulties  which  their  origina- 
tors in  the  14th  century  were  not  in  • 
position  to  solve.  They  also  present  greater 
aerodynamic  difficulties  than  stationary 
wings  But  we  can  solve  these  problems 
now.  and  aircraft  with  lifting  screws  ro- 
tating about  a vertical  axis,  called  heli- 
copters. are  now  the  subject  of  much  In- 
terest. _ 

The  helicopter  has  characteristics  not 
obtainable  by  any  other  type  of  aircraft. 
It  can  rise  vertically  from  the  ground, 
hover,  descend  vertically— elUier  at  wilL 
oi  in  the  event  of  engine  failure  and  fty 
horizon: ally  at  s reasonable  speed  It* 
forward  speed  can  never  hope  to  approach 
that  of  aircraft  with  fixed  wings,  but  there 
are  several  important  applications  of  fly- 


ing in  which  speed  is  a minor  ronxidcia- 
lion 

COMMONPLACE  AS  CARS 

The  possibilities  In  an  aircraft  which  Is 
not  tied  to  specially  prepared  aerodromes, 
and  can  take  off  and  land  from  any  clear 
space  about  the  size  of  a l^wm  tennis 
court,  are  obviously  far-reaching.  It  could 
be  used  as  sn  air-taxi  transporting  pas- 
senger* from  the  main  airports,  situated 
outside  towns  because  of  their  large  size, 
to  town  centres  where  they  could  be 
landed  on  the  roofs  of  large  stores,  clubs 
and  nffle e blocks. 

It  requires  no  great  gill  of  imagination 
to  see  the  helicopter  as  the  future  air- taxi, 
and  when  the  outstanding  aerodynamic 
and  mechanical  problems  have  been  over- 
come. and  the  mechanical  design  simpli- 
fied and  cheapened,  the  ordinary  man 
may  take  to  the  air  in  helicopters  as  he 
took  to  the  road  in  motor  cars 

The  helicopter  has  other  possibilities, 
and  two  interesting  experiments  now  pro- 
ceeding Ui  England  are  pointing  the  way 
for  other  important  uses.

LONDON  < UP). —The  universe 
Is  expanding  * at  fantastic 
speed  or  else  is  a static  ar- 
rangement of  numberless  worlds. 
But  either  way,  It  all  began  about 
two  billion  years  ago. 

A new  theory  of  time,  reconciling 
both  these  major  beliefs  of  the 
nature  of  the  universe  was  pro- 
pounded by  Dr.  Gerald  Whltrow  of 
the  Imperial  College  of  Science.  He 
has  been  working  on  the  theory 
since  It  was  first  suggested  by  Dr. 
E A Milne  of  Oxford  13  years  ago. 

Dr.  Whltrow's  theory  is  so  ab- 
struse that  In  its  original  form  It 
Is  comprehensible  only  to  physic- 
ists But  reduced  to  simple  lan-

50,000  People  Die  Yearly 
In  Hindu  Snake  Worship 


By  ERNEST  M.  DIIARMA 

Bombay  <up>  -in  india- 
land  of  strange  and  striking 
contrasts  and  rigid  religious 
taboos  snakes,  revered  and  wor- 
shipped by  millions  of  Hindus, 
cause  the  death  of  50.000  persons 
every  year,  according  to  an  expert 
source. 

The  death  toll  Is  heaviest  among 
field  laborers  engaged  In  planting 
rice  or  other  crops  or  cutting  grass 
for  their  cattle. 

In  Malabar.  South  India,  where 
snake  worship  Is  most  prevalent, 
the  snake  Is  looked  upon  as  the  In- 
carnation of  Ood.  Malabarls  con- 
sider It  sacrilegious,  therefore,  to 
cause  the  slightest  harm  or  Injury 
to  a snake.  In  the  gardens  and 
compounds  of  their  houses,  snakes 
are  allowed  to  nest  and  breed. 

The  dreaded  cobra— whose  sting 
means  almost  certain  death  for  a 
human— is  held  In  the  highest  re- 
gard among  Hindu  snake  worship- 
pers. 

ROOMS  FOR  SNAKES 

In  homes  In  Malabar  a room  Is 
kept  apart  for  snakes  that  may 
wish  to  dwell  there.  Milk  and  other 
foods  ore  pffnred  the  snakes  who 
nest  In  these  rooms.  Some  of  them 
are  deadly  poison  carriers  while 
others  are  non -poisonous.  But  be 
they  deadly  or  not,  members  of  the 
household  will  not  molest  them  for 
fear  of  Incurring  the  wrath  of  the 
gods 

OI's  who  served  In  India  during 
the  war  will  recall  the  strolling 
Indian  snake-charmer,  blowing  his 
reed  Instrument  made  out  of  gourd, 
two  wicker  baskets  containing 
snakes  swinging  from  his  shoul- 
ders. 

A nod  of  encouragement  and  the 
snake-man  will  exhibit  his  wares 
To  the  walling  notes  of  his  reeds 
cobras  side  out  of  thplr  baskets, 
spread  their  hoods,  rear  their 


bodies  and  sway  rhythmically  to 
the  tune  the  "master1'  plays. 

Crowds  of  gaping  children  and 
grown-ups  look  on.  The  melody 
ends,  the  snakes  slither  back  into 
their  baskets,  the  show  Is  over  and 
the  snake  charmer  Wrings  you  back 
to  reality  with  the  cry,  "Back- 
sheesh, sahib." 

BRING  GOOD  LUCK 

South  Indian  snake  worshippers 
believe  that  members  of  a house- 
hold will  never  be  needy  as  long  as 
snakes  make  their  abode  there. 
They  also  believe  that  snakes  dis- 
appear from  a home  the  moment 
the  owner  runs  Into  a spell  of  mis- 
fortune. 

Eastern  peoples  from  time  Im- 
memorial have  had  recourse  to 
charms  to  ward  off  the  evils  of  this 
world  from  sickness  to  dire  poverty 
and  snake-bite.  One  of  the  most 
remarkable  and  efficacious  charms 
against  snake-bite  Is  that  used  by 
a small  band  of  snake  charmers  In 
Central  Burma 

The  charm  consists  of  tattoos 
worked  on  various  parts  ,of  the 
body.  While  the  subjects  are  being, 
tatooed.  a se-saya  (Burmese  doc- 
tor) recites  verses  from  his  book  of 
spells.  He  calls  upon  the  nats 
(spirits  that  dwell  In  the  trees*  to 
protect  them  against  the  bite  of  all 
manner  of  snakes. 

These  snake  charmers  (their 
skill- Is  pawed  on  from  father  to 
children),  come  from  a village 
which  nestles  at  the  foot  of  Bur- 
ma's extinct  volcano.  Mount  Pops 
The  forests  that  abound  here 
swarm  with  cobras  and  other  dan- 
gerous snakes.  The  novitiate  will 
have  been  trained  over  a period  of 
years  In  the  Intricacies  of  handling 
live  snakes  before  he  or  she  Is 
taken  to  the  se-saya  to  be  tatooed. 
The  tatoolng  ceremony  Is  the  van- 
ishing touch  to  the  course  In  snake- 
charming. 


guage  it  says  that  time  as  we  know 
It  is  not  an  accurate  measurement 
over  long  periods,  say,  hundreds  of 
millions  of  years. 

This,  said  Dr.  Whltrow,  will  In- 
volve changes  in  the  fundamental 
laws  of  physics. 

TWO  SCALES  OF  TIME 

Dr.  Whltrow’s  theory  applies  two 
different  scales  of  time  to  the  ex- 
panding universe  and  to  the  static 
universe  and  the  results  are  roughly 
the  same,  he  said.  In  that  they 
point  to  two  billion  years  ago  as 
the  beginning  of  everything. 

In  the  static  universe  theory 
there  Is  no  beginning;  the  universe 
Is  assumed  alwaV-s  to  have  existed 
back  to  Infinity.  In  the  expanding 
universe  theory  it  is  believed  that 
at  the  beginning,  called  time  zero, 
all  the  heavenly  bodies  were  fairly 
close  together. 

In  this  congested  state  they  were 
held  in  place  by  an  uneasy  balance 
of  two  great  forces— gravity,  which 
tended  to  pull  them  together;  and 
cosmic  repulsion,  which  tended  to 
push  them  apart.  Something  dis- 
turbed the  balance  and  began  the 
terrific  expansion  into  space  which 
is  apparently  underway. 

WORLD  WAS  AN  ATOM 

There  Is  even  one  theory  that  at 
time  zero  the  entire  universe  was  a 
single  super  radioactive  atom  and 
that  Its  explosion  started  the  ex- 
pansion. 

Dr.  Whltrow  said  the  two  scales 
of  time  used  In  his  theory  are 
"natural  time."  computed  from 
the  rotation  of  the  earth,  and  "evo- 
lutionary time."  The  latter  Is 
gauged  from  the  rate  of  decay  of 
radioactive  minerals  found  In  the 
earth  and  from  atomic  activity  of 
heavenly  bodies  charted,  on  a 
radar-llke  principle. 

He  said  that  all  physicists  are 
looking  at  Palomar's  big  eye  to  pro- 
duce additional  light  on  the  ex- 
panding universe,  which  was  first 
noted  In  observations  from  Mt 
Wilson's  100-tnch  telescope  20 
years  ago.

— Dr.  Maurice  Ernest, 
Britain's  authority  on  longe- 
vity. who,  at  77  doesn't  look  a day 
bver  55.  plans  to  turn  his  big  home 
into  a longer-life  experimental  sta- 
tion, where  his  patients  can  defy 
age. 

"Of  course.  I guess  I'm  my  own 
best  patient,"  he  sald.  ^ 

"Pick  me  out  any  passage  of  the 
smallest  print  In  that  book  and  III 
read  It  to  you.  I have  never  worn 
spectacles. 

"Look  at  my  hands.  There  are 
n<?  black  or  brown  spots  of  age." 
His  hands,  with  their  firm  skin, 
could  have  belonged  to  a man  of  30. 

"I  have  all  my  teeth.  My  voice 
Is  said  to  be  young.  I feel  fine.  Oh, 
yes.  and  I can  hear.  Life  Is  Just 
beginning". 

Twenty  years  ago,  Dr.  Ernest, 
only  five  feet  two  Inches  tall, 
founded  the  Centenarians'  Club.  It 
now  has  8.000  members.  Including

Dr  Ernest  believes  the  time  will 
come  when  people  will  live  to  be 
200  or  300  years  old  If  they  want  to.

His  patients  must  have  a sincere 
desire  to  live  on  as  able-bodied, 
clear-minded  centenarians.  They 
must  come  with  their  vital  organs 
Intact  or  he  could  promise  them  no 
"decent  old  age." 

'1  am  not  an  old  crank,"  he  said. 
"I  advocate  a drink  once  In  a 
while." 

He  eats  everything,  smokes  an 
occasional  cigar,  sleeps  for  eight 
hours.  He  Is  the  father  of  six 
daughters  and  one  son. 

Most  famous  member  of  the  Cen- 
tenarians’ Club  is  92 -year -old 
George  Bernard  Shaw.  "He  will 
probably  live  to  be  100  anyway.  He 
has  the  advantage  of  living  In  the 
open  air.  He  does  not  smoke  or 
drink  and  Is  a vegetarian  besides. 
He  sits  In  his  Summer  house  all 
day.  He  sleeps  as  long  as  he  likes. 
He  sits  and  vegetates.  He  can  live 
until  he  la  110  unless  he  has  done 
certain  things  In  his  youth  which 
have  harmed  his  vital  organs." 

Author  of  many  books  on  longe- 
vity, Dr.  Ernest  has  the  world’s 
largest  library  on  the  subject. 
British  Museum  authorities  say  the 
1,000  works  In  French,  Oerman  and 
English  are  unique.  His  parting 
shot  to  this  reporter  was:  "Oh.  by 
the  way.  if  you  want  to  live  longer, 
go  easy  on  the  exercise.  I don't

Old  Industry 
Comes  Back 

LONDON  (CP*.. — Basket  making 
in  Britain  is  taking  on  a new  lease 
of  life.  It  is  the  nation  s oldest  In- 
dustry, going  back  to  the  days  of 
the  ancient  Britons  before  the  ar- 
rival of  the  Roman  legions. 

In  the  period  between  the  First 
" and  Second  World  Wars  the  Indus- 
try was  hard  hit  by  Imports  from 
abroad  These  were  sold  at  prices 
which  would  not  even  cover  the 
wages  of  British  craftsmen.  During 
this  slump  the*wlllow  beds  specially 
cultivated  to  produce  osiers  for  bas- 
ket making  shrunk  from  9,000  acres 
to  only  2.000. 

During  the  war  there  was  a big 
demand  for  home-made  baskets. 
Large  quantities  were  required  for 
airborne  supplies,  as  well  as  for  sig- 
nal equipment.  The  willow  growers 
reorganized  their  Industry  on  a vol- 
untary basis  with  complete  success 
to  meet  these  demands. 

Now  that  Britain  Is  restricting 
Imports  as  much  as  possible  In 
order  to  save  spending  abroad  this 
wartime  activity  is  not  only  being 
maintained  but  Increased.

—Peter  Scott,  son  of  the  British 
Arctic  explorer,  sailed  for  New  York 
recently  with  a consignment  of 
rare  ducks  and  geese  which  he  wiU 
sell  to  toon  and  ornithologists 
throughout  the  United  States 
Most  striking  of  the  birds  are 
three  red -breasted  geese  bred  from 
Siberian  birds.

The  Princess  sat  for  Scott  Just 
before  she  had  the  measles  The 
Queen  bought  four  copies  of  the 
lithograph  and  gave  permission  to 
the  painter  to  sell  cople*  In  the 
United  States. 

Scott  will  spend  a month  In  the 
United  Stales,  returning  to  Britain 
in  time  for  the  premiere  of  “Scott 
of  the  Antarctic." 


Interpreter 
In  Traffic

LONDON  —Visitor*  to  London 
often  turn  for  help  to  an  elderly, 
good-looking  man  who  wears  the 
uniform  of  a London  Transport 
Board  Inspector,  and  embroidered 
on  hts  sleeves  the  flags  ol  France. 
Holland  and  8paln.  and  the  word 
Interpreter, 

William  Cawlhera  — the  Inter- 
prets name— Is  ready  to  give  In- 
formation In  French.  Dutch  or 
Spanish.  But  even  If  the  visitor 
finds  these  three  languages  equally 
as  difficult  as  English,  he  can  still 
address  Mr.  Cawtheru  in  German. 
Italian  or  Danish  without  embar- 
rassing him. 

There  la,  of  course,  nothing  very 
surprising  in  the  fact  that  a lin- 
guist chose  Interpreting  as  a 
career.  But  60-year-old  William 
Cawthera,  the  only  official  uni- 
formed Interpreter  on  (he  staff  of 
London  Transport,  had  no  Inten- 
tion In  his  younger  days  of  becom- 
ing an  Interpreter  Just  as  some 
people  collect  hunting  trophies  or 
stamps,  Cawihera’s  leisure  hours 
were  devoted  to  the  study  of  lan- 
guages— tn  fact,  he  is  still  studying 
them 

• • • • • 

Cawthera  began  life  In  York- 
ahlre,  one  of  England's  northern 
counties  which  became  the  centrs 
of  the  woolen  trade  during  the  In- 
dustrial Revolution.  He  was.  In 
fact,  born  at  Mannlngham,  Brad- 
ford. centre  of  the  Industry. 

As  was  the  custom  with  many 
Yorkshire  folk.  Cawthera.  at  the 
age  of  11,  began  working  in  a mill 
during  the  mornings,  attending 
school  In  the  afternoons.  On  leav- 
ing school  his  first  fuff- time  job 
was  in  a foreign  shipping  offiee 
which  had  many  overseas  connec- 
tions. It  was  while  at  this  office 
that  he  became  Interested  In  lan- 
guages. 

jWhlle  other  young  people  of  his 
age  were  playing  football  Cuwthera 
probed  the  grammar  and  vocab- 
ulary of  other  languages.  Little  did 
he  realize  then  that  his  hobby 
would  eventually  become  his  career. 


On  the  outbreak  of  World  War  I 
he  was  able  to  speak  five  languages 
apart  from  English  French,  Oer- 
man. Italian,  Spanish  and  Dutch. 
(Dutch  he  learnt  alter  the  war). 
Cawtheru  Joined  Naval  Intelligence 
as  an  Interpreter,  and  served  over- 
seas After  leaving  the  navy,  he 
decided  to  make  interpreting  hi* 
career  and  obtained  a post  with  the 
British  Consulate  m Bremenhaven. 
A f ter J wo  years  at  this  post,  he  re- 
turnee! to  London  and  Joined  what 
Is  now  London  Transport. 

He  was.  however,  not  the  only 
linguist  among  the  employees  of 
this  huge  concern.  There  were  at 
that  time  five  other  Interpreters, 
but  since  then  they  have  either  re- 
tired or  been  transferred  to  other 
work.  "Bill"  Cawthera  Is  now  the 
only  official  Interpreter  of  London 
Transport. 

Interpreting  Is,  however,  not  his 
only  Job;  ns  a district  Inspector, .he 
Is  responsible  for  the  smooth  run- 
ning of  traffic  In  central  London 
and  can  often  be  seen  carrying  out 
his  duties  lri  Piccadilly  -Circus  or 
Trafalgar  Square.  Even  when  he 
returns  home  at  night  he  does  not 
lack  practice  in  his  French,  for  bis 
wife.  Marcelle.  la  a Parlslenne. 


He  often  has  occasion  to  smile 
when  strangers  come  to  him  for  In- 
formation. Perhaps  the  oddest  re- 
quest he  ever  had  was  when  the 
late  James  Baxter,  a Scottish  mem- 
ber of  Parliament,  came  up  to  him 
In  Piccadilly  Circus  one  day  and 
asked  him  whether  he  could  in- 
terpret 8cotal.  It  was  not.  of 
course,  the  Oaelic  (a  Celtic  lan- 
guage akin  to  Welsh  and  Erse 
which  Is  spoken  In  the  more  out- 
lying parts  of  Scotland),  but  Eng- 
lish spoken  In  the  broad  accent 
commoff  to  many  In  the  Olasgow 
district,  which  the  London  taxi 
driver  had  failed  to  understand. 
Even  In  this  Instance  Cawthera 
was  not  at  a loss. 

Mr.  Cawthera.  of  course.  Is  not 
the  only  employee  of  London 
Transport  with  linguistic  talent.  A 
letter  of  thanks  was  received  re- 
cently from  a group  of  French 
visitors.  In  appreciation  of  the  serv- 
ices rendered  to  them  by  an  un- 
known bus  conductor.  On  another 
occasion,  an  Indian  itudent  was 
having  difficulty  In  exp»a»ning 
where  he  wished  to  get  off  the  bus, 
whereupon  the  conductor  inter- 
rupted his  stumbling  words  and 
gave  him  the  necessary  Informa- 
tion In  Hindustani— which  he  had 
learned  while  serving  In  India  dur- 
ing World  War  II  — U K.  Informa-  . 
tlon  Office
